The adminis- 
trator of La Qaceta Uruguay* is one Carlos MORAL OR* and the editorial offices 
are located at the residence of SOSA* Calls Juan Benito Blanco 1207* Montevideo, 

2 * .Gaceta Uruguaya shows considerable technical and writing skill and quite 
apparently "i s an important step taken by the PCU to gain or regain the support 
of Uruguayan intellectuals. The subject matter consists of a wide variety of 
cultural material* such as theatre and book reviews* and discussions of both 
Uruguayan and foreign art and sculpture. On an overt level* the Communist 
character of this periodical is not revealed* and in a false atmosphere of 
objectivity the artistic work of such dependable PCU members as Carmen GARAIALDE 
de HASSERA and Amalia P0LLERI d© VIANA has been adversely criticized. To the 
discerning reader* however* the Communist character of the publication is evi- 
dent from the handling given such matters as the Communist Continental Cultural 
Congress held recently in Chile* notices of activities of other PCU fronts* and 
attitudes and omissions in the articles themselves. Considered in the Marxian 
and strongly liberal intellectual atmosphere prevalent in Montevideo* La Gaceta 
jjSMESYS appears at this time to be a shrewd PCU propaganda effort, 

3* It should be noted that the appearance of La Gaceta Uruguaya forms part of a 
major Communist effort to increase the number of readers of its press* This 
general attempt at improvement commenced with the move of Justicia , the former 
Verda d^ and Nosotras w publication of the Union Femenina delT Uruguay* into joint 
and more expensive offices roughly a year ago* and the ensuing substitution of 
Juaticia for the inferior Verdad .l Subsequent to these two events there has 
been a strong campaign to attain a wider group of readers* particularly for

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Another recent PCU press event was the publication of a book by Eugenio 
GCME2 Carreno, secretary-general of the PCU, bearing the title "The Communists 
Fight for Peace, Democracy, and National Independence* M This volume, which is 
largely a reiteration of PCU slogans uttered and reported elsewhere, has had a 
limited distribution, principally in PCU circles* 
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
